It is not cynical or superfictal 
to make the generalisation that 
woman is on.the side of life in a 
senso that man cannot be. Wo- 
man's deepest instinct is to guard 
the Hving creature which sho 
makes, Man's inatinct of solf- 
preservation is less tough, lesa 
profound; the pressure of his re- 
sistance to the destructive lo- 
ment-is less elastic, leas ogotistic- 
al. ote 

Whatever hysterical harpics 
went shrieking and flinging white 
feathers to young men during the 
last war, it‘remains indisputably 
true that woman is a peace-loving 
animal. People, from Birth on- 
wards, are her main preoccupna- 
tion; and she fears such passions 
and ideas which, translated into 
action, will destroy people, 

Iam only one of thousands of 
women who aro gradually, even 
roluctantly, becoming politically 
consclous. It is hard to face 
facts. It is very easy to lose 
one’s way and moke wrong 
choices even when one trics to 
face them. Thinking is a great 
deal more of an effort than fecl- 
ing. 

-It is a natural and-not altoge- 
ther ignoble weakness to dread the 
Idas of protection, of one’s private 
world of human _ relationships— 
especially when these are success- 
ful—for the sake of abstract be- 
Hiefs. : 

When an ardent, single-hearted, 
ever-growing faith is born, then 
the path is comparatively straight- 
forward, But when, in splte of 
oneself, simplification remains im- 
possible, when chaotic doubts re- 
main and an frresistible secret 
voice whispers: “Can all this be 
true? Can it be worth it?”—then 
the problems and conflicts seem 
almost overwhelming. 

Fallings from us, vanishings;

preciated and estimated by those 
who can see from the artist's own 
point of in approaching his 
subject. ‘Phe greatness of Cezan- 
ne's artis a case in point. De- 
eidedly, we adl cannot agree that 
his drawing is accurate, or that 
his work ix up to a standard by 
whieh we may usually judge all 
works of art of a common nature; 
but there are other more import- 
ant pictorial qualities such os 
originality of vision and thus 
treatment of colour scheme, ete, 
whieh doubtless Jacking: in 
most common works of art in 
which accuracy and craftsman- 
ship need not be questioned. 
Cezanne'’s revolutionary — trent- 
ment both of colour and form by 
way of ‘planes’ no doubt caused a 
sensation in his time as he had 
broken away from the convention- 
al rutes which were insisted on 
amongst his contemporaries. 
Perhaps Cezanne'’s ense is 
extremely unusual one, but ne 
theless it serves to show tl 
portance of originality: ins art. 
The modern Introduction of 
collotype for facsimile roduc- 
tion purposes torether with the 
publleation of technical art books 
for the purpose of study no doubt 
helps the art students along a lot 
in studying: art at home and thus 
obviates the necessity for golng 
abroad to study which at old 
times was imperative if develop- 
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ment and wider technical know- 
ledge be desired. By reading 
more, art booka by different. au- 
thora and studying more coloured 
reproductions of pieturea by well- 
known maaters' both old and con- 
temporary, no danger will bestow 
on the student for conventionaliz- 
ing a school formula alluded to, or 
failing to establish his own in- 
dividuality, This together with 
his continuous practice of paint- 
inge from Nature will readily de- 
velop his talent.

AT A DISADVANTAGE? 


[To The Editor, “Sunday Herald”) 
Dear ‘Sir. ‘ 

Please permit me to ask Mr. Of 
Eng Bee through the medium of 
your columns how he would prove 
to a non-Catholle that the Roman 
Catholic Church was instituted by 
Christ? 

If {t was ao instituted, then how 
will he explain the foundation of 
other Churches, say the Greek Or- 
thodox Church, or the Coptic 
Church of ‘Abyssinian which is 
about to be. induced Into the 
Roman Catholic Church by ae- 
knowledging the Pope as its spiri- 
tual head? 

Has Christ ever made manifest 
a confirmation of His institution 
of the Roman Catholic Church? 

Are all-non Catholics of all time 
who have been, or are 
now believers and followers 
of Christ, to be at. a dis- 
advantage somehow just — be- 
eause they did not, and do not, 
belong to the Church which O.E.B. 
bolloves to have been instituted by 
Christ? Do all non-Catholics who 
are Christians go ‘through life and 
into Death Jacking something 
which only the Roman Catholic 
Church can give? 

There are so many non-Catholic 
Christians in the most educated 
and enlightened of countries who 
ought to. be told plainly and 
straight by champions like Mr. Oi 
Eng Bee, what they are missing, 
and I wonder if wo can expect a 
simple statement of what it is 
which we are passing by. 

Mr. Oi Eng Bee draws attention 
to the poverty of the pricsts of 
the Roman Church, and as one 
who has travelled the whole world 
1 can only say that I have never 
seen mn more. consistently well 
found, well fed, well housed, and 
well clothed body of men any- 
where than the men of the Roman 
Catholic Pridsthood; but of-course 
I understand that poverty {fs a re- 
lative condition. 

A crowd of Irish Roman Catho- 
He priests (whose flocks usually 
hold them In very high’ regard) 
would undoubtedly dwarf most of 
the pricsts of their denomination 
in other lands; but even so,” by 
comparison it would ba dificult to 
indicate the presence of poverty. 

Perhaps all those who are in 


poverty are kept Indoors in order)" 


that the outside world will not be 
offended by the sight of a pricat 
weighed down with such an af- 
fliction? 

I was forgetting that Mr. Oi 
Eng Bee quotes scripture which 
states that the ‘“Inbourars are 
worthy of their food’, so I can 
only conclude that if every one 


mecta a priest with a pinchéd and 
hungry look-he must be one of tho 
aluggards of the profession; not 
worthy of his hire, na every good 
labourer should be. 

Of course it is accepted that 
the Church must accumulate 
Churches, schools and thelr para- 
phernalla; but what a lot of para- 
phernalia can be collected in the 
name of religion, and how “very 
wealthy and powerful an asset it 
can be. No wonder the trustecs 
are frightened by Communism. 
They used to be frightened of Pro- 
testantiam becnuse the parapher- 
nolin which thease Protestants 
found in the monasteries, abboya, 
and churches was worthy booty 
that re-filled many an empty cof- 
fer. But Protestants don’t raid 
the monasteries nowadays; they 
are only dangerous in another 
sense. , But Communists!!) Why 
they will not only terrify the ad- 
herents, but they, like the thieves 
they are, will get after the 
“swag"; therefore they must be 
dealt with as the Roman Catholic 
Church is now dealing with the 
Spanish Government Party—who 
presumably were once Roman Ca- 
tholics—by encournging any na- 
tionality, colour, and creed to get 
under Franco's ‘banner and stamp 
out Communism in order to save 
the paraphernalia from the peo- 
ple whose gifts have made such a 
collection possible. It ia now easy 
to understand Mr. .Oi Eng 
Bee stating that from the Roman 
Catholic point of view the Rev. 
Mr. MacLean must be definitely 
wvrong. to expect that Church to 
adopt the attitude he recommends, 
Perhaps some of the more familiar 
Biblical quotations used by Paci- 
fista are wrong, and also the plea 
which Christ mnde to us to love 
our enemies. 

Suffering is therefore definitely 
ruled out as far as the Roman 
Catholic Church is concerned; but 
what of the other folks’ suffering. 

How are nonCatholics to know 

what to believe when unbiaased 
witnesses who have been to Spain 
return and give a version of the 
state of affairs in that unhappy 
country, which docs not bear any 
resemblance to the statement 
made by lenders of the. Roman 
Catholic Church? 
To many non-Catholics it looks 
as though the Roman Catholic 
Church is once again resorting to 
the power of the sword to main- 
tain ita hold over the people 
and the paraphernalia it has ac- 
cumtdated from them during the 
centurics. 

A-perusal of any Roman Catho- 


lic periodical lends support to| 


this view, because the opinions ox- 
pressed, and the views expounded 
ure so strongly binssed in favour 
of Franco, , 


Somo years ago, a man who had |; 


been a-Roman Catholic but receded 
from that faith said to me 
“Non-Catholics will never truly 
evaluate the Roman Catholic 
Church’ until thoy renliso that it 
Is the most wealthy and powerful 
political organisation in the 
world,” and if his statement is a 
true one, the Government fortes in 
Spain are fighting a tough battle. 

Therefore one can only hope 
that if the Rev. Mr. MacLean is 
right, that hia policy will 
to the forefront In the Roman 
Catholic Church, as woll as 
amongst all the nations and re- 
Hgions, so that there may be an 
end of this murderous strife in the 
world, 


From the foregoing it will be 


obvious that Iam challenging Mr." - 


OL Eng Bee's statement that the 
“Roman Catholic Church docs not 
want to kill people and destroy an 
evil unless she is driven to {t 
through sheer achidefence.” 
History does not quite bear out 
the veracity of such a statement; 
nnd—to quote but one example 
which ought not. to have escaped 
the notice of your correspondent 
—what of the Holy Inquisition 
carried out in Spain when the 
Church of Rome savagely and 
atrociously persecuted hundreds 
of thousands of Jews, subjecting 
these people to the most,outrage- 
ously inhuman treatment? She 
war cnreful in this campaign to 
keep herself technically innocent 
of the burnings of heretics, by 
conveniently leaving the dirty 
work to the civil authorities who

DANGEROWS DRUGS 
- MENACE 


The “Gazette” contains the 
draft of a bill intituled an Ordin- 
ance to amend further the Magis- 
trates Ordinance, 1932. . 

In the Objects and Rensona it 
is stated that Section 97 (2) of 
the Magistrater Ordinance, 1932, 
leaves the granting of bail to a 
person charged with felony or 
with certain serious indictable 
misdemeanors therein specified in 
the diserction of the magistrate. 
Offences ngninat the Dangerous 
Drugs Ordinance, which are in- 
dictable misdemeanors, are not s0 
specified. 

Section 97 (3) provides that a 
person charged with any indic- 
table misdemeanor not specified 
in subsection (2) is entitled to be 
admitted to bail on producing such 
surety or sureties for his appear- 
ance as the magistrate thinks fit. 

Recently there has been a great 
increase in the number of offences 
against the Dangerous Drugs 
Ordinunee, 1935, and  itmte*®on- 
sidered desirable that the grant- 
ing of bail in these cases shoul’ 
be in the discretion of the mayis- 
trate instead of compulsory upon 
him on the requisite surety or 
sureties being produced,
